Clause 10 of the Climate Change Response (Zero Carbon) Amendment Bill requires the 
Commission to keep information confidential and allows otherwise confidential information to 
be disclosed to the Commission. The intent of the Government was that, for the purpose of 
accessing relevant information under the CCF£A, the Commission should be treated as 
though it were an administrating agency and be subject to equivalent obligations of 
confidentiality. 

This provision may be relevant for the Commission in providing advice about the settings of 
the New Zealand Emissions Trading Scheme (NZ ETS). Cabinet has agreed that this will be 
a regular function of the Commission, ft will be brought into operation by proposed legislative 
changes to improve the scheme. 

There have been two documents identified in scope of your request, as listed in the attached 
table. As the information in those documents is now publicly available, I am refusing your 
request under section 18(d) of the Act (for the reason that the information is or soon will be 
publicly available). References and links to the relevant information can be found in the table. 

The Climate Change Response (Zero Carbon) Amendment Bill is currently before 
Parliament, and the Environment select committee has called for submissions. Anyone with 
an interest in the content of the Bill is encouraged to share their thoughts with the select 
committee.
